Mr.  Chairman  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  annual  report  for  the. 
vear  1943;  in  the ’same  abbreviated  war-time  form.  It  constitutes 

t.  1 

little  more  than  a  summary  of  essential  records. 

The  remarks  I  had  occasion  to  make  in  my  last  report  about 
housing  and  overcrowding  are  still  relevant  arid  the  populations 
needs  in  this  respect  are  rendered  even  more  pressing  by  the  con¬ 
tinued  and  growing  dilapidation  of  ,  existing  premises.  Some 
moves  have  been  made  in  the  direction  of  a  housing  policy  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health  but  one  cannot  help  feeling  that  the  poli¬ 
cies  so  far  outlined  do  not  appear  to  do  more  than  scratch  the 
surface  of  this  problem.  •  This  restricts  Local  Authorities  very 
gravely.  I  would  especially  draw  attention  to  the  need  for 
provision  of  suitable  amenities  such  as  shopping  and  recreational 
facilities  and  aesthetic  considerations  in  every  building  area;  and 
would  like  to  see  increased  attention  being  paid  to  alternate  des¬ 
igns  of  dwelling  in  different  materials,  by  which  I  do  not  only 
refer  to  steel. 

The  average  standard  of  milk  production  shews  no  notable 
improvement  and  I  hope,  with  the  increased  facilities  which 
should  become  available,  thyit  this  standard  should,  in  a 
much  shorter  time,  far  surpass  that  obtaining  in  pre-war  years. 
Hard  and  fast  bacteriological  standards  for  raw  milk  and  for  uten¬ 
sils  are  long  overdue  and  are  surely  not  too  much  to  expect  The 
proposed  legislation  will  do  liable  to  promote  cleaner  milk  .with¬ 
out  these  standards  .

There  is  .  a  very  disquiting  decline  in  the  average  stan¬ 
dards  observed  by  parents  in  the  maintenance  of  their  children ; 
a  gradual  .and  insidious  but  none  the  less  present  menace  to  the 
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future  of  the  citizens  of  tomorrow.  This  irresponsibility  on  the 
part  of  parents  requires  much  more  severe  legal  penalties  than 
are  at  present  imposed. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  immediate  assistance 
in  any  health  matters  and  have  also  to  record  appreciation  of  the 
assistance  given  by  all  members  of  the  staff.

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SCABIES  AND  PEDICULOSIS  ORDER,  1941. 

In  order  that  the  intentions  of  this  Order  might  be  efficiently 
implemented  in  this  Area  in  December,  1943  the  cleansing  of 
these  diseases  was  taken  over  from  Civil  Defence  volunteers  in 
Civil  Defence  Cleansing  Stations  aind  an  “ad  hoc ”  service  was 
instituted  with  a  paid  part-time  woman  attendant.  The  most 
advanced  technique  was  used  and  the  results  ‘  as  will  be  seen 
below  are  satisfactory.  Thie  control  of  these  conditions  was,  at 
the  same  time,  tightened  and  the  co-operation  of  Local  Prac¬ 
titioners  was  earnestly  solicited.  With  the  gradual  local  recog¬ 
nition  ollefficiency,  completeness  a*nd  brevity  of  Benzyl  Ben¬ 
zoate  treatment  used,  co-operation  from  practitioners  and  the 
public  is  now  at  a  high  level  and  the  incidence  of  the  diseases 
is  falling.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Mansfield  Wood  bouse 

Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  seventh  Annual  Report, 
which  is  once  again  in  a  condensed  and  abridged  form. 

It  has  'not  been  possible  to  carry  out  any  extensive  housing 
repairs  and  improvements,  but  records  are  being  made  and  im¬ 
mediately  conditions  render  it  opportune  is  is  hoped  the  few 
remaining  unfit  houses  will  be  dealt  with. 

The  shortage  in  supply  of  wash  coppers  is  causing  great  con¬ 
cern  and  is  really  a  serious  matter  in  a  District  inhabited  by  so 
many  miners.  Repeated  representation  is  being  made  to  me  by 
the  householders  who  are  unable  to  carrv  out  their  washing  and 
laundry  syork  satisfactorily,  but  apparently  the  supply  of  coppers 
cannot  be  increased. 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that  milk  produced  within  the  area 
of  the  Council  has  been  satisfactory,  with  one  exception,  and  the 
Analyst’s  reports  on  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  good 

Your  continued  interest  and  support  in  my  work  has  been 
much  appreciated  and  I  desire  to  record  my  thanks,  also  to  the 
Officials  and  Staff  of  other  departments  for  their  help  and  co¬ 
operation.

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RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919 
AND  THE  INFESTATION  ORDER,  1943. 

Considerably  more  complaints  or  reports  of  rat  infestation, 
have  been  received  during  the  year,  this  no  doubt,  has  been  due 
to  the  publicity  given  nationally  to  the  importance  of  rat  destruc¬ 
tion.  In  addition  to  action  taken  consequent  upon  the  receipt  of 
complaints,  a  survey  of  the  District  was  made  as  required  by 
the  Order,  and  a  report  of  the  result  together  with  a  map  of  the 
District  was  forwarded  to  the  Divisional  Rodent  Officer. 

Thirty  eight  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  eradica¬ 
tion  of  rats,  advice  and  assistance  was  given  to  occupiers  of  prem¬ 
ises.  I  find  this  takes  up  a  good  deal  of  my  time,  for  .where  the 
poisoning  method  is  employed  at  least  six  visits  to  each  infesta¬ 
tion  are  necessary,  and  I  feel  it  would  be  of  great  help  and  benefit 
if  one  of  the  Council’s  workmen  could  be  sent  for  training  in  the 
art  of  rat  destruction.  It  is  impossible  to  obtain  the  services  of  a 
part-time  rat  catcher,  as  was  done  before  the'  war,  and  the  small 
amount  of  work  entailed  does  not  warrant  the  employment  of  a 
full-time  operator. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Complaint  of  smoke  from  the  Naphtha  boilers  of  a.  firewood 
factory  was  received.  It  was  found  that  the  buildings  in  which 
the  iwork  was  carried  out  had  been  erected  without  the  submission 
of  plans  and  the  approval  pf  the  Local  Authoritv.  The  Health 
Committee  therefore  decided  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Housing 
Committee  for  action.  The  boilers  have  been  removed  and  there¬ 
fore  no  further  action,  has  been  necessarv 


A  further  complaint  with  regard  to  smoke  emitted  from 
fame  Kijns.  was  investigated  but  not  confirmed. 

SHOPS  ACT.  1934.
